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Woia-uTu  Wood.  -  A  number  of  worn 
and  worm-eaten  piece*  of  wood  were  lately 
abowu  at  the  Public  Work*  Department. 
They  were  specimen*  of  wood  which  had 
been  in  use  aa  piles  and  fenders  on  govern¬ 
ment  wharves  and  breakwaters  ou  the  At- 
lan lie  and  Gulf  coasts,  and  had  been  sent 
to  the  department  as  illustrative  of  the  ne- 
ceuaity  of  the  frequent  renewal  of  timber  in 
these  j  Qoustmctions. 

Onh  was  a  piece  of  hemlock  timber  from 
the  raAlray  wharf  at  Point  Ducheue,  N.  B. 
This  piece,  which  had  boon  in  use  as  a  fen¬ 
der,  pat  on  in  1873  and  removed  last  year, 
was,  Iry  the  ravages  of  worms  and  the  in- 
4  action  of  the  sea.  reduced  to  about 
e-Wf  its  former  circumference,  excepting 
the  knots,  the  hardness  of  which  had  pre¬ 
serve^  ificin  intact,  giving  the  timber  the 
Appd&rauce  of  a  decayed  tree,  having  the 
limbs  lop|K)d  off  about  six  inches  from  the 
stem.  Auo.hor,  a  part  of  a  pile  token  front 
Dighy,  S’.  8. ,  had  in  fourteen  years*  ex- 
pouttifi  to  the  worms  beooute  completely 
«*®ted»  for  strengthening  purposes,  while  a 
seclicfit  of  a  pile  driven  at  Shediac,  N.  B., 
in  1878,  had  iu  only  three  years  been  so  per¬ 
fectly  honeycombed  as  to  be  seemingly  un¬ 
able  uo  withstand  its  own  weight.  Other 
(uefies  of  spruce  houilqck  were  also  seen  in 
la^ous  staffs  of  destruction  and  decay, 
showing  the  incapability  of  these  descrip- 
-.ioaaVd  wood  to  resist  the  ravages  of  the 
iesUrtoctive  little  creatures.  It  is  not  only 
thfi  vfeukeuiug  of  the  timber  by  the  perfora- 
ttotis  of  worms  that  renders  it  useless  in  a 
short  time,  but  the  wood  having  ouce  be¬ 
come  porous  thereby,  it  is  rendered  suscep¬ 
tible  to  the  continuum*  action  of  the  water, 
find  is  thus  worn- daw u  with  wonderful  ra¬ 
pidity.  These  worms  vary  in  size  in  differ- 
etR  waters,  ^uxJ  the  appearances  of  a  similar 
wood  exposed  for  any  length  of  time  in  the 
water!  of  the  Gulf  and  those  of  the  Atlantic 
Ocean,  might  be  compared  to  that  between 
Um  finer  aud  coarser  varieties  of  sponge. 
Bou»  kinds  of  wood  arc  more  impervious  to 
s  than  others  ,  thus  in  localities  where 
)  and  hemlock  timber  would,  in  a 
®hort  time,  become  thoroughly  worm-eaten, 
birch  and  elm  would  reinaiu  intact  Iot  years, 
yet  |u  all  cases  it  is  bat  a  matter  of  time, 
andjonly  solid  stone  is  of  sufficient  durability 
and  strength  to  withstand  effectually  the 
ravages  of  these  worms  aud  the  constant 
Wetting  of  the  waters. 

Poems  \r*o  Fmvca  Posts.— A  correspond¬ 
ent!  of  the  Country  (ienUetrutn  says :  I 
bare  tried  a  number  of  methods  of  preserv- 
togipoot*.  and  uoue  have  been  satisfactory 
•acbpt  perhaps  one  to  be  mentioned  pres- 
#ntly.  Heart  oak,  if  seasoned,  will  last  a 
great  many  years  without  any  application 
Whatever—  how  many  I  am  not  old  enough 
to  toy.  Sap  wood  will  not  lost.  Coal  tar 
had  some  preservative  effect,  bat  after  hav¬ 
ing  used  it  on  thousands  of  fence  poets,  I 
sduioat  convinced  that  its  application  does 
no|  pay.  In  fact,  I  am  so  nearly  without 
faiih  iu  its  efficacy  that  I  have  not  used  it  at 
all  on  fence  posts  recently  set,  although  I 
haTe  a  barrel  ou  hand  purchased  chiefly  for  j 
th^t  purpose.  About  my  yanl  aud  prem-  [ 
i*e»  I  have  set,  since  the  war,  a  good  many 
pojfis  of  pine,  that  being  the  only  sawed 
timber  1  could  get.  These  have  had  to  be 
replaced  in  four  or  Are  years  after  setting. 
8o»ne  have  completely  rotted  off  in  three 
yefira,  though  heavily  dosed  with  hot  cool 
Ur.  Now  for  the  exception  referred  to 
*hpve.  Ten  years  ago  I  built  a  grapery  at 
tha  end  of  the  house  aa  a  screen  against  the 
western  sou,  using  sawed  pine  posts.  An- 
tiei|wung  the  difficulty  of  ever-replacing 
tl^et*  posts  after  they  became  covered  with 
vibes,  I  took  the  extra  precaution  of  coia- 
pte.ely  saturating  the  lower  ends  with  kero- 
«cpe—  common  coal  oil— before  applying 
the  tar.  These  posts  are  now  {lerfecUy 
Arm,  and  almost  as  sound  as  they  were 
vtieu  | fill  in.  All  other  pine  posts  set  at 
tifat  dale  have  entirely  rutted  and  perished. 
Tl*e  result  of  this  ex)>eriment  so  thoroughly 
impressed  me  with  the  value  of  coal  oil  as  a 
Ikreservative  of  timber  under  ground,  that  I 
UUW  use  it  ou  all  poeU  in  building,  after- 
wards  covering  with  hot  coal  tar.  This  is 
c|s«utiaily  the  plan  proposed  by  Mr.  Parker 
Rtrtt.  I  add  this,  however,  whioh  I  think 
Mill  donbdewi  prove  of  great  value  ;  I  bore 
II  half-inch  or  three-quarter  inch  bole  in 
die  pQrtt  near  the  ground,  slanting  down- 
♦ard  and  reaching  Ixyoud  the  center;  this 
b  to  be  tilled  with  kerosene  from  tinio  to 


thne— perliape  once  In  three  or  four  yean 
will  answer.  I  feel  sure  that  insects  very 
greatly  hasten  the  decay  of  timber,  to  say 
the  least ;  aud  kerosene  being  repellent  to 
them,  makes  it  a  valuable  application  at  any 
point  where  they  ore  likely  to  do  mischief. 

Tire  eighty -one  ton  gun  at  Woolwich  has 
proved  its  capacity  not  only  to  throw  a 
great  loll  an  immense  distance,  bat  that  its 
accuracy  Is  remarkable.  In  one  instance, 
the  charge  of  powder  used  was  three  hun¬ 
dred  and  seventy  pounds,  and  the  weight  of 
the  shot— the  latter  being  four  feet  in 
length  aud  studded  with  thirteen  rows  of 
four  studs  each — was  one  thousand  seven 
hundred  pounds.  On  the  gun  being  fired 
at  an  elevation  of  seven  degrees,  the  shot 
first  grazed  the  ground  at  the  distance  of 
four  thousand  six  hundred  and  eighty-seven 
yards,  or  more  than  two  miles  and  a  half, 
and  then  went  ricocbetting  along  several 
miles  further.  The  time  of  flight  till  it  first 
struck  was  11.3  seconds,  and  the  report 
made  by  this  vast  piece  of  ordnance  is  de¬ 
scribed  as  having  been  tremendous. 

Bawds  of  music  are  forbidden  to  play  on 
most  large  iron  bridges  of  the  world.  This 
is  due  to  the  phenomenon  that  a  constant 
(accession  of  sound  wares,  especially  as  from 
the  playing  of  a  good  baud,  will  excite  the 
wire  vibrations ;  at  first  these,  vibrations  are 
very  slight,  but  they  increase  as  the  sound 
waves  continue  to  come. 

A  woman  named  Mary  Johnson  has  been 
convicted  of  drunkenness  two  hundred  times 
at  Leeds,  England. 

Of  the  17,061  persona  committed  to  pris¬ 
on  in  Massachusetts  last  year  only  about 
eighteeu  per  cent,  were  women. 

A  parrot,  believed  to  be  ]1  years  of  age, 
recently  closed  its  career  at  N  iperville,  I1L 
It  was  brought  from  South  America  in  1852 
by  Michael  Hines. 

A  self-acting  air-brake  is  now  applied  tc 
elevators,  whereby  an  elevator  falling  from 
whatever  cause  is  caught  within  a  distance 
of  a  few  feet  and  held  firmly. 

The  population  of  Pitcairn  Island  now 
numbers  ninety-six  persons  The  latest 
tidings  from  that  strange  community  report 
its  health  and  contentment  as  perfect. 

The  supervisors  of  Sau  Luis, Obispo  coun¬ 
ty,  Cd.,  have  ordered  one  tou  of  squirrel 
poison,  to  bo  distributed  gratuitously  to 
citizens  whose  ranches  ore  infested  with 
these  pests.

A  girl  at  Pekin,  III,  was  about  to  be  mar¬ 
ried  to  a  young  sweetheart.  A  man  in  the 
neighborhood  heard  of  it,  aud  told  her 
mother  that,  as  his  wife  was  going  to  die 
soon,  he  would  marry  the  girl  himself,  if 
she  would  wait.  As  he  was  rich  the  bar¬ 
gain  was  made,  and  in  three  months  the 
wedding  took  place.

A.  Davis  was  uaaniinously 
cboeea  as  Chairman  and  Thea.  V.  Ward  select¬ 
ed  aa  Secretary.  Tbe  call  tot  the  meeting  was 
then  read,  aa  folio*  a:

may  bo  suggested —the  meeting  to  be  held  at  tbe 
Town  Committee  Room.

Tbe  Cbslrtnan  then  arose  and  said;  “Gentle¬ 
man,  we  have  met  for  tbe  purpose  of  consider¬ 
ing  Important  mature— matters  of  such  a  na¬ 
ture  that  each  and  every  one  should  bs  deeply 
Interested  In  them,  namely,  to  offer  suggestions 
and  devise  plane  for  tbe  Improvement  of  the 
health  fatness,  beauty  aud  attractiveness  of 
Bloomfield,  not  only  for  our  own  personal  bsn- 
eflt,  but  also  (or  the  benefit  of  those  who  may 
come  among  us  to  reside  permanently  or  tem- 
o rarity.  To  lake  up  tbe  many  subject*  under 
these  beads  would  require  more  time  than  wa 
cao  give  them  at  present,  but  1  hope  that  sug- 
gestlo*s  will  be  offered  and  views  expressed 
that  will  eventually  be  brought  for¬ 
ward  for  aerioua  consideration  at  a  future 
meeting  wtgch  will  be  held  if,  aa  anticipated,  a 
society  for  public  improvement  be  formed. " 
Tbe  speaker  then  referred  to  lb*  Important 
work  that  had  been  accomplished  Lv  other 
towns  through  concentrated  effort  snd  deter¬ 
mine  lion  of  tbe  people  and  said  he  did  not 
doubt  that  tbe  people  of  Bloomfield  would  meet 
with  as  Columbia  results  If  they  put  forth  an 
honest  effort  aud  judieiously  carried  out  tbe 
suggestions  which  would  undoubted! r  be  made 
at  (hlsthii*.  He  claimed  that  a  society  of  this 
klud  would  be  felt  in  tine  Township  aud  asked 
for  an  expression  of  the  views  of  those  present 
upon  the  subject. 

Mr.  Abel  Baker  stated  that  previous  to  hi> 
moving  to  Bloomfield  he  had  carefully  consid¬ 
ered  tbe  character  of  tbe  town  and  consulted 
with  personal  frUuds  aa  regards  the  moral  and 
Intellectual  acquirements  of  its  Inhabitants,  as 
well  as  IU  health fulnea*.  The  representations 
made  to  bint,  Uo  said,  were  very  favorable  but 
had  not  by  any  msEps  beoa  overdrawn.  During 
bis  stay,  however,  he  had  been  disappointed  in 
tbe  spirit  of  improvfmeat  which  he  thought 
would  naturally  follow  lu  a  people  to  folly  pot- 
ittssfl  of  tot-.ilcctual  abilities  and  moral  train¬ 
ing.  He  would  advocate  the  appointment  of  a 
committee,  to  see  If  they  could  devise  any  defi¬ 
nite  plan  of  organization  for  a  vlllago  Improvt  - 
ment  association  and  be  trotted  the  movement 
would  not  be  ineffectual.  If  we  alt  still  aud 
allow  these  reports  of  malaria  to  go  by  unre¬ 
futed  we  will  virtually  acknowledge  th*ra  to  be 
true,  Instead  of,  as  they  are,  unfounded. 

At  this  point  Ur.  C.  N.  Bovce  slated  that  be 
had  caused  to  be  priuted  aud  distributed  on  the 
care  of  both  railroads,  a  statement  of  the  health 
ef  tbe  several  townships  in  Essex  County  and 
of  Newark  aud  New  Turk,  as  a  means  of  cor¬ 
recting  tbe  misrepresentations  of  Bloomfield’s 
healthfulness.  Mr.  Bovee  also  said  that  his 
friend,  Mr.  Horace  Piersod,  who  wss  present 
and  who  bad  represented  the  real  estate  inter¬ 
ests  fif  Bloomfield  for  a  loagcr  period  and  more 
effectively  than  himself,  could,  and  no  doubt 
would,  corroborate  his  statement  that  the  in¬ 
jury  to  tbe  real  eatate  interests  of  Bloomfield, 
tromtbe  misrenresentatUns  of  its  bealthfuines*, 
was  simply  Incalculable.  Rants  particularly, 
be  said,  ss  s  result  of  these  misrepresentations, 
are  thirty  per  cent,  lower  thau  in  neighboring 
towns.  He  also  referred  to  tbe  lethargy  of 
property-owners  who  have  real  estate  for  sale 
and  to  let  tu  Dot  haring  it  more  largely  adver¬ 
tised.  Montclair  aud  Orange,  he  said,  are  push¬ 
ing  along  finely,  while  Bloomfield  and  Belleville 
are  doing  altogether  too  little,  cither  in  real  es¬ 
tate  transactions  or  in  improvements.  He  then 
appealed  to  tbe  youDger  portion  of  the  com- 
mnalty  to  take  bold  of  the  matter  end  stand  up 
for  their  birthplace,  and  refute  the  misrepre- 
sen tattoos  of  Us  uuheaithfulneaeand  co-operate 
Id  other  waye  to  that  end. 

Dr.  Weeks  followed  Mr.  Boyce  and  stated 
that  one  succese  In  real  eetate  matters  was  to 
have  the  approaches  to  our  town  made  beauti¬ 
ful  and  attractive.  He  alluded  to  property 
owned  by  him  on  Franklin  Street,  now  occu¬ 
pied  by  parties  who  kept  boarders  and  who  bad 
entrusted  him  with  advertising  for  boarders. 
He  advertised  and  received  iu  aniwer  a  number 
of  applications  for  board.  He  brought  the  par¬ 
ties  to  Bloomfield  by  way  of  the  Watchung 
RaHroad— a  branch  of  tbe  N.  TAG  Lk  R. 
— and  they  came  to  stay  and  did  stay,  and  soon 
found  that  the  reports  of  Bloomfield’s  being  un¬ 
healthy  were  false.  He  referred  to  hie  personal 
experience  with  the  so-called  malarial  fever 
i  in  town  and  in  many  instances  the  whole 
cause  of  sickness  has  been  owing  to  improper 
or  imperfect  drainage  of  grouod  around  bouses, 
The  trouble  has  not  arisen  from  any  miasmatic 
atmosphere,  except  such  as  baa  been  caused  by 
th*  persons'  own  negligence  and  for  which  they 
were  themselves  responsible — and  not  tbe  town 
they  lived  in. 

A  communication  was  then  read  by  the  Chair¬ 
man  from  Jacob  f .  Randolph,  expressing  his 
regrets  ot  not  being  present  bat  stating  that  be 
was  la  sympathy  with  any  movement  that 
might  be  made  by  the  meeting  and  ready  to 
lend  a  helping  band  at  any  time. 

Rev.  Dr.  Seibert  followed  and  acid  that  he 
wa*  heartily  glad  that  an  association  of  im¬ 
provement  wee  about  to  be  organized.  "I  have 
I  ia  Bloomfield  ten  yea re,*’  he  said,  “and 
have,  during  that  time,  bought  a  house  and  lot 
and  paid  for  them.  During  my  residence  In 
town  I  hove  done  what  I  could  to  influence  my 
friends  in  tbe  city  to  locate  in  Bloomfield — men 
of  wealth,  Influence  and  ability — and  from  them 
have  learned  that  the  reputation  of  Bloom 
field  is  bad  aa  regards  health,  and  not  only  bad 
about  baalth  but  In  other  ways.  Some  who 
have  lived  in  town  say  it  costs  too  much  to  live 
hero.  Prices  of  living  are  much  higher  than  in 
tbe  city.  A  friend  of  mine  who  was  Invited  -to 
make  a  second  visit  to  Bloomfield  refused  on 
the  ground  that  tbe  people  were  altogether  too 
aristocratic— [Laughter] — and  too  btgb-toued, 


and  that  it  was  the  moat  aristocratic  place  he 
was  ever  In.  Does  it  follow,  because  we  have 
the  repotption  of  being  too  aristocratic,  that  we 
are  all  sol  Cliques  exist,  clana  exist,  so  I  am 
told,  in  town  and  if  you  do  not  belong  to  some 
ot  tnem  you  are  isolated  from  society.  Now,  if 
this  is  true,  let  us  apply  the  remedy.  Let  us 
live  together  aud  make  it  pleasant  for  ourselves 
ss  well  M  outsiders.”  [Applause.] 

Dr.  Wqeks  moved  the  appoiutment  of  a  com¬ 
mittee  of  five  pereops  to  paepare  a  plan  of  or¬ 
ganization  for  a  village  improvement  associa¬ 
tion,  such  as  had  been  suggested,  and  report  at 
tbenextinecting.  Mr.  Ilalaey  M  Barrett  thought 
the  formation  of  a  society  aa  suggested  would 
effectually  promote  tbe  Intent  of  the  several  ad¬ 
dresses  made. 

Mr.  Jos.  Gallagher  followed  and  taid:  “We 
find  fault  because  people  do  not  come  to  Bloom¬ 
field  to  live.  If  they  do  come,  where  ere  you 
going  to  pat  them  ?  There  are  no  houses  being 
built.  I  have  rented  all  I  have,  and  could  rent 
more  If  I  bad  them.  Let  the  property -owners 
build  houses  and  tbev’will  soon  have  tenants.
